‘The brave 
boys of the Morse, who have been standing ail the 
trip at their grape-charged guns, ready to biaze away 
at the first moment, relinguish their ststions and 
seize muskets, The rest of the transpdrts close in 
upon us. A, few moments of suspense, in which I 
suppose everybody shares, all the fleet again moves 
flowly forward, without a show of molestation either 
from lend or water, Henceforth i expect we shalt 
advance less warty. 

One of the General’s Staff has just told an. incident 
connected with torpedoes gn the James River. It 
is new to me ana I will relate it here as showing the 
little sense of honor which some of our chivairous 
enemies possess. The inventor of these torpedoes js 
Howren Davison, who was fornierly in the United 
Btates Navy. Under his supervision the machines 
which destroyed the Commodore Jones and the Shaw- 
shetn, the Other dey, Were put in the James River, 
Notlong after, these disasters, Admiral Laz:pene- 
trated the river considerably above where they hap; 
pened. Davison was putting down more of his dey- 
flish contrivances when the gunboats came apon hini, 
and in bie small torpedo-boat he took refuge in & 
tributary of the’ James, called Four’ Mile Creek, 
The guoboate weht turther on, and Davzgon “must 
either sun: the’ gauntiet of them or remain in ‘the 
creek all night. A canning thought, He would hoist 
@ flag of truce, visit Admiral Las; and inquire:into 
the alleged violation of that sacred embiem by Gen, 
Boritg, when our troops first landed at Bermuda 
Hundred, ..The idea was carried out and succeeded.

Each of these negroes looked 
and acted vastly like the other, and I begin to ques- 
tion whether they are not one and the same person. 
It would not be dificult fore moderately active fel- 
low, even though he hobbled on crutches, to get 
across lots over one or two of these dovetailed river- 
bend faster than a awift steamer winds round by the 
stream. ;
